Claims 10, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roylance 
[US 5,687,058] (submitted IDS). 

Considering claim 10, Roylance disclose a foldable keyboard comprising, a) a first 
keyboard section (see col 6, lines 60-63 and fig 12A item 96); b) a first section slide- 
able first frame (see col 6, lines 63-67 and fig 12A item 98 and 99); c) a second 
keyboard section where the first keyboard section is laterally movable to the second 
section see col 6, lines 63-67 and fig 12A item 98 and 99); d) a flexible circuit including 
a bridge portion (see col 7, lines 2-8).
